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Biows a Train of Cara from the Track While 
Golog at Fall Speed. 

Sioux City, Iowa, June 13.—A wrecking 
train has just left for the scene of the wreck on 
the Sioux Fells line of the Chicago, Milwau- 
kee and St. Paul road. The accidentoccurred 
near McCook, a small station across the line 
in Dakota, about seven miles northwest of 
here. There were two passenger coaches, a 
beggage car, and a mail car. The train was 
going at nearly full speed, when struck by a 
cyclone. Every car was blown from the 
treck, and the engine partially’ off.

A Ueplorable State of Affairs in Virginia 
and West Virginia, 

PHILADELPHIA, June 13,.—Mayor Smith 
called the citizens’ meeting for the relief of 
Piymouth together to-day, and read them @ 
letter from W. E. Petit and 180 others, of 
Low Gap, Cabell county, West Virginia, re- 
citing etarvation, sickness and suffering in 
the community, and asking for aid from this 
city. Aiter some discussion as to the proper 
method of reaching and aiding these famine 
striken people, it was determined to appoint 
Robert M. McWade, of the Ledger, and Dr. 
M. 8. French a committee to visit Low Gap, 
and $1,000 was placed their hands to use 
as they may deem best. They will leave for 
the scene of their ‘sbors to-night, and will 
telegraph to this city upon their arrival as to 
the state of aflairs.

TROUBLE WITH BRAKEMEN 
THE B. & O. R. R. 
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4 Strike on the Buffalo, New York and Pijad-iptis 
Bailroad—The Oonductors Biding With tne 
Strikersa—4 Conductor Who Attempisto 
Stert His Train is Mobbed, Etc. 


Newark, O, June 13.—The brakemen of the 
Baltimore and Obio railroad are ont on a gen- 
eral strike. Thetrouble is not on account of 
wages but is simply the result of tho reduction 
of forces on freight trains. A general reduc- 
tion was made last night by re- 
moving the front brakeman off every 
freight train drawn by mogul = engines. 
Efforts were made to send out trains with two 
brakemen. The brakemen claim that the stats 
law requires one man for every ten cars. 
Mogul engines nsually draw thirty cars. When 
they saw to men would be required to manage 
the train a refusal was made to go out and the 
trains were kept at ai standstill), 
An attempt by the officials to send 
out a train resulted in the brakesmen congre- 
gating and pulling tht pins, cutting the train 
into twelve parts. One official drew a re- 
volver and threatened to shoot, and for the 
time it Jooked as though a riot was imminent. 
leaders of the strike were arrested and 
but was soon released by 
the sdvice of the company’s attorney for 
fear that their confinement weuld lead to 2 
creater excitement and further trouble. The 
conductors refused to go out without 
their reguiar crews, and thus 
another obstacle was met nd 
exumber of regular trains were held.

The Great Chicago Fport Renounces Gamb- 
ling Forever. 

Cuicaco, June 13.—The defeat of McGarigle 
for the marshalship following so quickly the 
closing of the gambling houses has broken 
the epirit of Mike McDonald. He announces 
in aj] seriousness that he has renounced 
gambling forever, and that after hav- 
ing partially purged his record by 
an indefinite visit abroad he will 
return to Chicago to engage in the real estate 
business, and to take an occasional! part in 
politics, McGarigle’s downfall has embittered 
McDonald against the administration, and in 
the local political campaigns for some time to 
come he will probably work with the Far-

IcDonald retires with perhaps $500,000 in 
ready money and very nearly $750,000 in real 
estate which is rapidly appreciating in value. 
Speaking of his trip abroad, upon which he 
contemplates-starting within a few days, he 
says: ‘‘Noone will go with me but my family. 
[ shall spend most of my time abroad in Ire- 
jland—that is ifthe cholera doesn’t drive me 
out. Ishall probably spend a couple of 
weeks in Paris, and take a run through Ger- 
many also.”

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A NEW COALITION. 


BETWEEN THE TORI€8S AND THE 
CONSERVATIVE LIBERALS. 


The Parnellites in Danger of Falling Into a Pitiful 
Mirority—Tbhe Queen Delignted at the Defeat 
of Mr. Glaéstoue—The Margnis of Salis- 
bury Still Hesitating, Eic., Stc. 


Loxpon, June 13.—The queen, itis said, is 
delighted over Mr. Gladstone’s downfall. The 
Parnellites, who accomplished his overthrow, 
aro going to encounter the hardest times they 
have ever had. The marquis of Salisbury, 
every body is beginning to see, lacks self con- 
fidence. Hehas been bold, but never far- 
sighted, as the Jeader of the opposition, but 
the very moment the Gladstone ministry re- 
signed, the marquis of Salisbury became a 
supplicant tor public help and . vowed 
he would not take power unless 
the liberals ‘(gave his government 
a show.’’ Mr. Gladstone never asked a “‘show’: 
from anybody. The queen could not conceal 
her satisfaction over the change in politics. 
She never liked Gladstone. He was too supe- 
rior to etiquette. He could not flatter and 
was impatient as a state servant to the throne. 
Her majesty was so pleased over the prospect 
of again havipga tory and an assistan 
the head of ailairs that she telegrap 
her acceptance of Mr. Gladstone’s resignati 
and by wire eummoned the marqtis of Salis- 
bury to Balmoral to accept the trust of form- 
ing a new government. It is understood that 
the marquis of Salisbury will refrain from 
entering upon the work of forming a new 
cabinet untilafter he has had conferences 
with allthe conservative leaders, Singular 
as it may appear to foreigners, the chief po- 
litical interest of Britons just now does not 
seem to be in the construction of a new min- 
istry but principally in the foreign policy, 
and secondly in the Irish policy of the conser- 
vative government. Parnell certainly must 
have the meaeure of his ambition nearly, filled 
when he has succeeded in making the affairs 
of Ireland the most important subject of Brit- 
igh interest after English foreign affairs. 

When the Irish members, on Monday night, 
threw their votes with the tories and wrought 
the ruin of the ministry that gave Ireland the 
church disestablishment and land act, they 
jumped upon their seats and hurrahed. They 
were then certain that tories, lifted into power 
by Irish help, would at once “Parnellize” the 
government. But the tories, having recovered 
from their first excitement, appear to attribute 
Gladstone’s defeat, not to his harshness to- 
ward ireland, but to the loss of liberal votes 
driven from him by disgust at his 
“submission to Irish bulldozing.” Now, 
this ‘disgusted liberal vote”’ 
is far larger than the “home rule vote.”’ The 
torics know this. They are wisein their‘day 
and generation. They are playing for the 
lerger vote, and the Irish are “going to get 
leit.”’ The conservative party is largely con- 
troled by the prevalent opinion of the tory 
clubs. The Carlton and other leading tory 
clubs all favor the theory advocated by Earl 
Spencer, the Irish viceroy, that there is an ab- 
solute necessity for a continuance of the coer- 
cion policy in Ireland. On this point the tories 
and a majority of the liberals will agree, and 
on it, they may combine against the radicals 
and Parnellites. Ifthey do, home rules will 
in a such e pitiable minority that their voice 
will count for nothing in parliament, and a 
lorg lease of life will be secured to the pres- 
ent mode of English rule in Ireland. It is not 
believed that the marquis of Salisbury will 
seek assistance from any of Mr. Glad- 

ministers in forming his 

towards [reland.

based on Earl Spencer’s reports. The measure 

will be the same as the marquis of Hartington, 

Gladstone’s war minister, and a majority of 

Gladstone’s cabinet insisted on entering in 

spite of the opposition of Sir Charies Dilke, 

Joseph Chamberlam and Mr. Trevelyren. 

Such a line of Irish policy would be almost 

certain to lead to at least a temporary coalition 

between the moderate liberals and forces 

against the radicals and the Parnellites, and 

would give the new government a tremendous 
MaAlOrity. 

lt would be hard to guess what would be- 
come of the Irish home rule under the gov- 
ernment whose very start in power was based 
on its determination to maintain coercion in 
Ireland. Sir Stafford Northcote, tory leader 
in the house of commons, has already been in 
consultation with the Irish officials concern- 
ing the real state of affairs, in Ireland, and it 
is understood that nearly every oneof these 
gentlemen have stated that no English gov- 
ernment could aflord to be responsible for the 
government of Ireland during the 
coming winter without the continuance of 
the irish crime act. {Sir Stafferd can 
easily acquire testimony that will bolster up 
his intentions towards [reland. 

Lord Randolph Churchill, it may be safely 
stated, isthe only one of the men likely to 
form a conservative Scabinet whois likely 
to advocate the abandonment of coercion. His 
influence will be far less with his party when 
it is in power, than it appeared to be when he 
was an opposition leader inthe commons. 

Telegrams from Balmoral indicate that at 
the conferences which have taken place be: 
tween the queen and the marquis: of Salis- 
bury, her majesty has shown that she is 
copcerned most about the foreign policy of 
her government. In court circles there is no 
longer any concealment of the rejoicing over 
the fall of the Liberal government. Mr. 
Gladstone, the court officials now admit, was 
never in harmony with the queen on any sub- 
ject and her majesty and the premier disa- 
greed bitterly on their discussions about Eng- 
land’s foreign aflairs. Gladstone, it is said, 
rarely consulted the queen or informed her of 
the designs of his government. 

In well informed cireles it is thought that 
the queen was strongly in favor of a renewal 
of the Soudan campaign; the retention of 
Egypt; the settlement of the Anglo-Russian 
dispute, on the basis of the Granville-Giers 
agreement; the renewal of the alliance with 
Germany; an entente with Turkey; and no 
special cultivation of an entente with France. 
This policy, embracing all these principles, 
has all along been approved by all the per- 
manent officials inthe British foreign office 
amongst whom Gladstonhe’s regime had be- 
come intensely disliked. 

SIR CHARLES DILKE SPEAKS. 

The annual dinner of the Cobden club took 
place to-night. Among the speakers was Sir 
Charles Dilke, whosaid that although Eng- 
land bad great interests in Egypt, other 
European — were also entitled to a voice 
in the settlement of the future of that country. 
Those powers, however, ought to givea guar- 
sntee tor the neutrality of Egypt similar to 
that establishing the neutrality of Belgium. 
He believed that the co-operation of the pow- 
ers and the porte would issue tranquility in 
Egypt. In respect to Ireland he said 
he desired for that country the same forms of 
good government as for England. He urged 
Englishmen to give Ireland the same munici- 
pal end imperial franchises as are enjoyed by 
themrelves. Englishmen, he said, have no 
conception of the imperfections of the muniuci- 
pel government or the meaning of the grand 
jury system 4 ews upon the people of Cork, 
Limerick aud Belfast. These people are com- 
peiled to obtain the sanction of England for 
every mall private bill affecting local inter- 
este. These abuses, he contended, were a 
source of weakness and danger to the Eaglish 
connection.

large crowd of enthusiastic {conservatives, 
who vainly clamored fora speech. 

Mr. Gladstone’s intimation of a determina- 
tion to retire from public life has, for the pres- 
ent, utterly disorganized liberal arrange- 
ments for the coming electoral struggle. 
Desperate efforts have been made to secure 
from him a numtber of engagements to make 
campaign speeches during the oen- 
suing eleciion. The only en- 
gagement admitted by Gladstone is one 
ior Midlothian, In a recent letter declining a 
request for a speech elsewhere, the premier 
states that he ben given a verbal promise to 
his political agents in Midlothian that he 
will not retire without addressing that, his 
present constituency. The liberal election 
agents generally report great difficulty in ob- 
taining candidates to contest seats on the 
liberal platform. Radical candidates are, 
however, reported to be plentiful. 

The Birmingham liberal caucus has adopted 
in its programme forthe campaign, the pro- 
pocals formulated by the recent miners’ 
parliamentary conference. . These proposals 
call for reformation of the house of lords by 
the exclusion of bishops from seats, and by a 
specific limitation of the power of the people 
to delay or prevent necessary legislation. 


ENGLAND’S LAST SCOOP, 


A Rich Territory Annexed to the Oape Col. 
opny Government, 

Lonpon, June 13.—The earl of Derby, colo- 
nial) minister in the cabinet of Gladstone, in 
an official communication to the government 
of Cape Colony, intimated his approval of-the 
action cf General Sir Charles Warren Sin the 
annexation of Bechuanaland. This expansion 
of Cape Colony excites an interest in England 
that is subérdinate only to the resignation of 
the Gladstone cabinet, and this interest is 
made even greater by the glowing descrip- 
tion being published of the capacities and 
possibilities of the new territory. The Lon- 
don Times, in an article describing Bechuan- 
aland, says: 

In territorial extentit is much greater thau 
Spain. It is well provided with w« od and contains 
the best pasture land in South Africa. It will grow 
enything from wheat to oranges and the finest of 
grapes. It will furnish besides many thousands of 
farms for settiers, 

The Spectator, alarmed apparently at the 
possible outcome ofthis annexation of territory, 
comments at some length upon the subject and 
says: 

In the same week England assumes a protect- 
orate over the lower Niger and annexes the vast 
province of Bechuana, Can anything be said now 
about the rapacity of Germany in wanting the 
territory of the sultan of Vitu or of Frauce in 
Claiming the Congo country? 

The government of the Transvaal republic 
ere incensed at the annexation of Bechuana- 
land to Cape colony and will seek an alliance 
with the tribes in the Muashan land just north 
of Bechuana, and will try to foment with 
England in the hope that Bechuana may be 
reclaimed to the Transvaal territory. 
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A BONAPARTIST QUARREL. 


The Famous Familiy Conspicuous Now 
Only By Its Domestic Troubles. 

Lonpon, June 13.—From Paris it is learned 
thatthe Bonapartist manifesto recently issued 
by the supporters of Prince Victor Napoleon, 
has fallen flat in the provinces, where it ex- 
cites no attention at all. Prince Jerome 
Bonaparte (Plon Pilon) is ailing with diabetis, 
and his doctors urge him to abstain from all 
political excitement. It is said heis very de- 
sirous of securing @ reconciliation with his 
son, Prince Victor. 

Eugenie has stopped the annual pepgigm of 
24.000 francs which had been led-O)n Victor. 
The reeson was plainly stated to be the riotous 
and vicious charactor of the lifethe young 
man was leading. Victor, however, has stroug 
friends. A syndicate of these, when they 
learned of his loss, atonce organized and set- 
tled upon him a new pension of 48,000 francs 
per annum. This syndicate is headed by 
Duc de Padua, and a condition has been 
posed upon Prince Victor to 
the effect that he must live prudently 
and virtuously.

GEORGIA HAPPENINGS. 


CONDENSED FROM THE COLUMNS 
OF OUR EXCHANGES, 


The Condition ofthe Crops Throughout the State—A 
Large Hen EBgg— Discovery of a Wonderful Bee 
Bive ina Very High Tree—Other Inter- 
esting Gossip Going on in the State. 


Black berries are plentiful at five cents a quart in 
Perry. 

The indications now are that western corn and 
bacon will be exceedingly rare in Houston county 
next year. 

The first cotton bloom has made its appearance 


in Wilcox county. 

Telfair county will probably hold an agricultua- 
ral fair next fall. 

Mrg@Maywood Hughes, of Irwinton, has been 
shipping cherries to Savannah. A few days ago 
he made ashipment of seventeen crates at one 
time. 

The reports of the crops in hall county continue 
to be flattering. Much grass is being slaughtered, 
and the cotton and corn are growing finely. Some 
speak of cutting wheat inafew days, and they 
think the yield will be fair. Oats are generally 
doing well. 

Mr. Collinsworth lives a few miles south of 
Americus. A few days since ason of his discovered 
a tree of large dimensions, in which a colony of 
bees had settled. About twenty feet from the 
ground is their first entrance, and for forty feet 
above there are holes into which they enter. There 
are seyen different openings, 

The Perry Journal says: 

One of the Jargest hen eggs we ever saw was 
brought to this office last caging | J by Mr. W. T. 
Smith, who farms about four miles northeast of 
Perry. The egg measured 7% inches in circum- 
ference the long way, and six inches the other. 
It was laid by an ordinary dunghill hen, and Mr, 
Smith says that hen has been in the habit of lay- 
ing such eggs quite often recently. 

Crops are looking finely in Union county except 
wheat. Now working over corn for the first time. 
Clover looks fine. Fruit will be plenty, if prom- 
ises are fulfilled. Strawberries are thick. 

Mr, J. E. French, of Americus, has just returned 
from Webster and Stewart counties and reports 
the crops in splendid condition. Corn is growing 
rapidly, and cotton was never more promising. 
Other crops are equally good, and the farmers of 
that country are promised an abundent harvest. 

Peaches are ripening rapidly in Marion county. 

The cotton and corn crop of Washington county 
is small, but is growing finely, and the prospect 
for a big crop is good, 

Mr, W. A. Quillian, of Harmony Grove, has been 
tempting the palate ofan editor with a beet five 
inches in diameter. 

The Cuthbert Appeal has swallowed its first ripe 
peach, 

The Gainsville Fagle says: We have been shown 
ceveral stalks of cotton, taken froma thirty-acre 
field in the Fork district of this county, and said 
to be abeut an average of the whole field, They 
are about fifteen inches high, and contain well 
formed squares. Messrs. Cox and Rowland, the 
owners of the field, state that it was planted about 
Mayl. The stand is good, and gives promise of a 
fine yield. It is certainly very fine cotton for this 
part of the country, so early in the’ season The 

est part ofthe report from these gentlemen is, 
they have planted one hundred acres of corn to 
thirty of cotton. 

The cotton crop of Marion county is unusually 
good. Many fields of cotton are knee high, and 
in some places itis higher than that. Thecrops 
generally are in good condition, but farmers have 
to stir about lively to keep rid of the grass. No 
blooms have been reported yet. 

The Grfiin News thus tells 
gressive farmer: 

About two miles northeast of the city isa farm 
of 150 acres owned by Mr. L. W. Goddard, of this 
city. that clearly demonstrates the value of care- 
ful attention and cultivation. Two years ago Mr, 
Goddard purchased this place fora small sum, the 
land being worn out by bad management and im- 
proper cultivation, and after having it well broken 
up, planted it im peas turning the vines 
under after gathering the crop. He 
put fifty bushels of cotton seed to the 
acre last yearanud planted it in wheat, making 
about ten bushels to the acre. After his wheat 
had been cut, he again planted in peas, and again 
plowed the vines under, after gathering the fruit. 
Last fall he put in thirty bushels of cotton seed to 
the acre and planted about ten or twe!ve acres in 
wheat and oats. The wheat, which is just being 
cut, will make twenty or twenty-five bushels to 
the acre, having long heads and full three grains 
to the mash. Tne oats, which are hardly ripe, wiil 
show a0 enormous increased yield over last year. 
This clearly proves that the farmer,instead of sell- 
ing his cotton seed at 124% cents per bushel, and 
buying guano at from $30 to $50 per ton, can not 
only make better crops each year, but will perma- 
nently enrich bisground by using them on his 
land. Mr. Goddard hasa young orchard of five 
acres set out, which willin a few years be worth 
double the price paid by him for the whole farm,

His young trees have a bright, heaithy 
look, and are growing finely. About 
-L0 Of these trees are shockley and Yates apple, 


that you can always count on getting $1 per bushel 
for inthe fall, without any trouble save handling 
them. The rest of the trees are wild goose plums 
and quinces, which always find ready salein any 
market, and bring good prices, quinces bringing 
oiten a8 high as $250 per bushel, Mr. Goddard 


has ten acres planted in Sweet pota- 
toes from which he will not get less than 
1,200 or 1,500 bushels, while the cost of raising 


them is small, they requiring but little work after 
they are transplanted. One of the finest crops 
raised on this place is Irish potatoes. About two 
acres is devoted to this crop. The ground on 
which these potatoes are planted is covered over 
with pine straw obouteight or ten inches deep, 
and the potatoes grow all in this straw as Well as 
in the ground, making an extra large yield. 
One vine was pulled up which had 
sixteen potatoes clinging toit, besides what was 
leitin the ground. The straw keeps the vines 
moist, and indry weather when protected this 
way, rarely ever sutler. Just enough cotton is 
pJanted by Mr. Goddard tofpay hire for work done 
on the place. This much, and no more, is to be 
pianted until the land is raised to a high standard 
of richness, Eight or ten acres in corn is planted, 
whicb 18 growing nicely, it now being about waist 
high, It is almost impossible to estimate the yield 
of this crop, but a splendid crop is expected, from 
ts present appearance,

Theship being an old one, rapidly 
made water, and it was with difficulty the 
crew gottheir boats afloat before the old hulk 
entirely disappeared.

THE OTHERS MIGHT LIVE. 

It fell upon a handsome young fellow when 
in health.

Shetiend Islands, landed on the Scottish coast 
end soughtshelter in one of the cavernous 
epeces which the sea hes wrought on thet 
storm-lashed sbore.

JOHN KEELY’S. 


ROBBED BY ROAD AGENTS 


FASTERN EBFXCURSIONISTS “H&LD 
UP" CN THE YOSSBMITE ROAD 


Full Detaile es Related by toe Stage Driver -Puttiag 
the Trevelers in a Row,snd Makiog Them Give 
Up Their Veluabies—The Attack on the 
Yosemite Siege—News of the Robbers 


Correspondence of the New York Sun. 

Mapera, Cal., June 11,—the attack on the 
Yosemite stage which left here on lriday 
morning witheight or ten passengers causes 
merriment on the coest, for the reason that 
several members of a far eastern excursion 
party were among the victims. Western people 
do not appreciate the visits which they receive 
from this kind of tourists, for it has been no- 
ticed that they do not spend any money, and 
such frugality does not accord with the west- 
ern idea of the fitness of things. 

News of the robbery was first received with 
a grin, which, on reflection that if might hurt 
the town, gave place to looks of concern. About 
half of the town was at the hotel yesterday 
when the stege gotin, and Jake Feeley, the 
driver, was followed around by a procession 
until he concluded to give up the particulars. 

Jake has driven on this route for seven or 
eight years, and is the man whose stage was 
robbed two years ago at about the same place, 
and Boston excursionists were his passengers 
on that occasion also. He had two school- 
ma’ams along then, who came very near goat- 
ting the whole party killed by hitting one of 
the robbers on the head with their whalebone 
umbrellas. That particular robber is now run: 
ning a ranch not more than ten miles from 
here, but his teeth were all ruined by the 
crashing thump that he got. Jake said: 

‘‘] felta little nervous as soon as I heard 
{here was a Messachusetts excursion in town, 
because I] knew the agents was a-layin’ for 
them fellers. They always do. You folks think 
because they don’t sling the cash aroung 
everywhere they ain’t got much, but I’ve been 
through two hold ups with them now, and I 
know that they’re Jjust the ones for the agents 
tointerview. They gota big load out of that 
crowd two years ago, and they did not get all 
they had, either. I felt it in my bortes all the 
time we were moving along, but Icouldn’tsay 
anything, you know, for fear of hurting the 
business, You see, we might meet agents,and 
we might not, and ifI had said anything and 
we had met them, why, the passengers would 
bave sworn that I was in with them; andif we 
bhadn’t met any, they would have been just as 
badly scared, and they would all have gone off 
telling what a nearer ’scape they’d had. So I 
ssid nothing. 

“One of the excursionists, a feller from 
Maine, who wore glasses, got up on top with 
me after a while, and wanted to know if there 
were ever any robberies on this road. 

‘‘¢Lerd bless you, no,’ says 1, kinder inno- 
cent. ‘Them robbers isallten mile north or 
twenty mile south of here on the other roads. 
They don’t never dare come on the Madera 
road, because we won’t have it. About fifty 
years ago they tried it here, and the boss put 
200 white men and Injuns on the trail, and 
chesed them for more’n three months, picking 
off 2 man every once and a while, until all 
were Jaid out. Then the old man cut off their 
ears and nailed them on the dashboards, and 
there they stayed for years and years. There 
was one on this here coach when [ took it, but 
I got tired of answering questions about it, it 
bad been so long since we had had a robbery 
andsolthrew it away. There’s no danger 
here.’ 

“T was haying a good deal of fun with the 
party, and had about made up my mind that 
the egents had not got wind of us when the 
Maine man says, after a long pause: 

“¢What would you do ifrobbers was to come 
at you?’ 

“éDo! I’d just give these here hosses this 
here gad, and I’d put the reins in my teeth 
and I’d let ’em have it out of this here gun, 
Don’t you worry about robbers,’ says I. 

‘T hadn’t any more’n got the words out of 
my mouth when'a big scarecrow jumped out in 
the roed with arifle and yells: ‘Ail hands 
up!’ I dropped the lines and raised my hands, 
and my Maine friend did likewise. His teeth 
was a rattling, and I see that 1 didn’t have to 
make ro apologies to him. 

‘The feller in front kept his place, with me 
a looking at him, and another one came along- 
side, opened the door and told the passenge;rs 
to get out’ which they did in good order. Then 
he stood them up in a row, and, yelling to his 
partner, he said: 

‘‘‘Tave you got ’em all covered?’ 

“(si very one,’ said the other. 

‘‘¢Now then, ladies and gentlemen,’ said the 
operator, ‘no one will be hurt unless some one 
tries to hurt us. I will have to ask you to 
keep your hands up except when I come to 
you, and then you are to reach in your pocket 
and pass out your money and watches. The 
first one who drops a hand until I tell him to 
dies.’ 

‘It was about as pretty a string of victims as 
[ ever seed in my life. They all wore linen 
dueters and most of the ladies had blue veils. 
The agent began with his back to his partuer, 
and went along the line in pretty good shape. 
They all shelled out without making any 
trouble until the robber came to a Massachu- 
setts man who only handed out a handful of 
nickels, dimes and quarters. The agent put 
there in his pocket, took the feller by the ear 
with one hand, rammed his revolver into the 
other ear with the otuer. ‘I’m a greenbacker,’ 
said he,‘and I want ’em.’ He got *em, too. 
The old feller had them in a spectacle case in 
his inside vest pocket. After that the agent 
took the earrings and  breastpins from the 
ladies. One of them was an é)derly party with 
a sharp beak and shiny false feeth, and as he 
unclasped the earrings he said something of a 
complimentary nature to her, to which she re. 
sponded with her lips set tight like a clam: 

‘‘ «You're a brute.’ 

‘*¢] know it.ma’am,’ he said. ‘I'll have to 
trouble you for that linen duster you’re wear- 
ing, and for those sleeve buttons and finger 
ripgs. It’s long since I was called a brute,and 
I want something to remember you by.’ 

“He got pgetty much everything she had. 
By this time my friend and I was getting aw- 
ful tired hoiding up our hands, and we began 
to be anxious for our turn to come. The Maine 
man hed an idea that he might escape. The 
agent at the head of the line shouted to us: 

* ‘Come down, you ehaps up there, and be 
lively now.’ 

“We got right down, and it didn’t take 
more’n a minute to go through us. I didn’t 
have nothing, of course, and I wouldn’t have 
bad any trouble at all about the matter it one 
of the robbers hadn’t called me by name just 
as the passengers were filing into the stage 
egain. How he got my nameis more’n I can 
tell, but afterthey had ordered us on and I 
bad driven a few miles down the road the fel- 
lers inside stopped me and said they wanted 
to hold an ind'gnation meeting. 

‘‘¢Not an indignate,’ says I severely. ‘You're 
going to the Yosemite, and you can’t hold no 
meetings until you get there.’ 

‘‘T didn’t know but I would have to hold the 
crowd up myself. The ladies were the worst. 
They accused me of leading them into the 
trap and said they knew the agents was friends 
of mine, becauee they called me by name. 
After | had driven on a ways and talked with 
them a little, they got cooled off, and we got to 
the Yosemite all right.” 

The robbery was the boldest and most suc- 
cessful that has been perpetrated in this vicini- 
ty in alongtime,and it is thought to have 
heen the work of protessienals. It is expected 
to have an injurious effect upon travel during 
the season now just opening.

VAIN BABBLINGS. 

The following, which was probably intend- 
ed to serve the purpose of botha warning 
and a prophecy, appearsin the Washington 
correspondence of the Baltimore Sun, a jour- 
nal that is democratic inits tendencies ex- 
cept in the matter of fast mails to the south:

The motives and fears which held in 
perfect cohesion the dominant party in the south 
baye thus been sensibly When place 
and patronage become a part of the reward of vic- 
tory, a most fruitful source of dissension and dis- 
trust is at once engendered, and the public cood 
is lost sight of in the struggle for personal gain 
and advatutace. The wisest men of the south see 
this plainly, and confess *vithout reservation that 
the standard of politics must inevitably be lower- 
ed by the contest now in progress over the offices 
at the disposal of the general government, and 
warring cliques and factions spring into existence, 
Already in several of the southern states intense 
bitterness and animosity have developed over the 
Claims of rival applicants for office and drawn into 
the circle of opposing forces men of prominence, 
who have beretolore been firm and fast friends. It 
has only been by the closest unity that the repre- 
Fentatives of good and honest government in the 
Bouth bave succeeded in maintaining themselves, 
and if they now subject that unity to the strain 
which a rough-and-tumble scramble for office will 
precipitate they may have cause to regret it. 

such tender solicitude as the foregoing im- 
plies ought to be very flattering to 
southern democrats, but it is questionable 
whether, under the circumstances, it will be 
very pleasing to those who really unders{and 
the situation; fora matter of fact, itis far 
from flattering to be told that those who have 
kept up a party organization for years, in the

One would suppose that a correspondent 
in Washington would have extraordinary 
facilities for feeling the pulse of the public, 
and for correctly understanding the political 
Situation. The truth is, the correspondents 
at Washington have no such facilities. @an 
the contrary, they are compelled to regard 
everything from the narrowest point of view 
conceivable. They know nothing whatever 
of the people, or of the opinions, or feelings 
or desires of the people. The correspondent 
of the Sun is one of the best at the capital; 
he isas trustworthy as itis possible for a 
Washington correspondent to be: but the 
extract which we have printed above shows 
that be knows nothing whatever of the atti- 

tude of southern democrats. He hears the 
politicians—the office seekers—boast, or com- 
plain, or breathe fury, asthe case may be,

InpIEATIONS for the South Atlantic states at 7 
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from the truth than this? What suggestion 
could be more absurd? How many times 
will those’ Washington correspondents, who 
get up information by the yard, have to be 
told that the people of the south are not rep- 
resented by the comparatively few oflice- 
seekers who may hang around Washington ’ 
The people are far more interested in the 
snecess of President Cleveland's administra- 
tion and the strengthening and perpetuation 
of the democratic party than they are in the 
success of any or all the office-seekers. The 
complaints of the disappointed have no sort 
of influence on the democrats who believe 
that there is something more important at 
stake than the distribution of offices—and 
the democrats who thus believe make up the 
bulk of the party in this section. 

So faras our observation extends—and it 
extends pretty much over the whole south— 
there is no truth in the statement that 
‘intense bitterness and animosity’ have 
been developed in several southern states in 
regard to the distribution of patronage. It 
is probably true that rival office-seekers have 
been quarreling in the bar-rooms of Wash- 
ington, but how can such quarrels as these 
sffect the unity of the democratic party’ 
The idea is preposterous. 

THE CONSERVATIVES IN OFFICE. 

The tories have accepted office, and trouble 
will soon accumulate on their hands, In- 
stead of criticising they are to be criticised, 
and next fall or winter they will be officially 
measured at the polls in a general election. 
In this general election two millions of voters 
will cast their first ballots, and those ballots 
will be the gifts of Mr. Gladstone .and his 
party. The new cabinet will doubtless en- 
deavor to avoid before that time utinecessary 
antagonisms, The new voters will be jealous 
of their new born power, and if the cabinet 
anticipates them on any question it may be 
very unfortunate for thecabinet. There are, 
however, some questions upon which the to- 
ries in office cannot well avoid action anda 
definite programme, 

For example, the open Afghan question. 
The convention has not been signed, and the 
negotiations have not even been completed. 
The conservatives have denounced the lib- 
erals, in season and out of season, on account 
of their position. They have been too sub- 
missive: they have destroyed the prestige of 
England both in Europe and the east; they 
haye tamely accepted Russian aggression 
when they should have repelled it by force 
of arnis. The critics have now the whole 
matter in their own hands, and the question 
js, what will they do with it? They musi do 
something, for the negotiations must either 
be carried forward or be broken oif, In 
either case the lot of the tories is not an en- 
viable one. 


The Egyptian question is nearly as press- 
‘ng. Questions are continually coming up 
‘elating to the administration of that coun- 
ry. None of the troublesome questions from 
that quarter have been settled, and the armies 
of England are still there. The jingoes of 
the past have asserted and reasserted that 
England should practically annex Egypt and 
keep all other powers out. What will they 
do, now that they areinolfice? They cannot 
long avoid a yery definite declaration of their 
intentions, 

Another embaraassing subject is found in 
the crimes act. The present act expires in 
October, and the tories generally believe it 
should be renewed. It may appear that Ire- 
land cannot be governed without such an act. 
The Parnellites not only demand the non- 
continuance of the crimes act, but they want 
a Jand purchase act and local’ govern- 
ment. They will get nothing. The tories 
are their natural enemies, as the liberals are 
their natural allies. They will soon see the 
mistake they have made, and when they do, 
their 59 votes will be again transferred to the 
liberals. If, on the other hand, the new cabi- 
net leaves Ireland with no crimes act, an 
outcry will come from the yery interests that 
give the conservatives what strength they 
possess. Whatever they doin relation to 
lreland wiil bring opposition upon them, 

Then again there is the budget. The large 
deficit must be met by increased taxation, 
and if tea is substituted for beer, trouble 
comes again. A iess fortunate time fora 
change of administration was never selected, 
and the tory cabinet cannot really last a day 
except by suiferance of their political oppo- 
nents. 

There must of course bea speedy dissolu- 
tion of parliament; for the libera!s still con- 
trol it on most questions; and when the ap- 
peal to the people comes, Mr. Gladstone will 
be found in Midlothian striking stalwart 
blows, and rallying both whigs and radicals 
for the overthrow of the common enemy, In 
opposition he is a giant, andin opposition al! 
danger ofa split among his followers disap- 
pears. 
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THE SILVER COMPROMISE. 

The Warner proposition for the settlement 
of the perplexing and difficult silver question 
has been before the country long enough to 
elicit very free expressions of opinion, and 
the general sentiment of the country, outside 
of the confirmed and hardened monometal- 
ists, indorses it. In substance, the plan pro- 
poses that the colnage of silver shall be sus- 
pended until required again to meet an actual 
demand for silver dollars, and that legal 
tender certificates be issued in their place, of 
the denomsnations of one, two and five dol- 
lars, on the deposit of silver bullion at its 
market price expressed in dollars at the 
time, and receivable at the treasury for dues 
to the government, to be redeemed in bul- 
lion or currency, or held and paid out again 
as other lawful money. 

This plan has not only been favorably re- 
ceived in the west and south, but it has many 
advocates in the eastern cities—in New York 
and Boston. Itis widely regarded as the 
very best settlement of a question upon 
which men differed widely and tenaciously, 
While it puts an end to the coinage of silver, 
it does not discredit silver, nor does it reduce 
the circulation. It does, in fact, give the 
people a new kind of money in the most con- 
venient forms, Subject to the modifications 
that experienced financiers can suggest, the 
plan has the approval of the people to-day, 
Such men as ex-Comptroller Knox say there 
is no fundamental objection to the proposi- 
tion. Mr, A. S. Hatch, the well known New 
York banker, considers the plan infinitely 
preferable to the present method of issuing 
silver ceriificates. Mr. James B, Colgate, 
another New York banker, savs the proposi- 
tion isa good one. A plan s: widely and 
freely indorsed is almost sure of adoption in 
congress, 

The president’s good Inck has not deserted

|} problem. Nothing short of a compromise 
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could settle a question as to which ee | stood 
far apart, and Mr. Warner, one of the strong- 
est advocates of silver coinage, has hif upon 
a scheme of mutual concessions that fits the 
case excellently. The discussian of the plan 
will make the subject well understood by the 
time congress meets, and senators and repre- 
sentatives will have no trouble in ascertain- 
ing what their constituents desire. 


ENGLAND'S NEW PREMIER. 
The leader of the tories in the house of 


lords, the marquis of Salisbury, has been . 


called upon by the queen te form a new 
ministry, and will doubtless accept the task. 
He is fifty-five years old, and has been in 
politics since 1853. He represented Stamford 
from that time until 1868,‘ when his father 
died and he became a member of the house 
of lords. In the house he was kndwn at first 
as Lord Robert Ceci], and later as Viscount 
Cranborne. He held office under Lord Derby 
and under Mr. Disraeli. In 1878 he was ap- 
pointed secretary of state for foreign affairs, 
and soon afterwards he and the earl of Bea- 
consfield became the representatives of Great 
Britain at the Berlin congress. His share in 
that brilliant diplomatic event gained him 
the order of the garter, the freedom of the 
city of London in connection with his fa- 
mous colleague, anda grand banquet at the 
Mansion house. Soon afterwards the liberals 
came into office, and the marquisof Salisbury 
became the recognized tory leaderin thehouse 
of lords. 

Lord Salisbury is impulsive, brilliant and 
cynical. He has never been considered a safe 
administrator or 2 prudent counsellor. The 
wisdom, if not the tact, of the new cabinet 
will doubtless be largely furnished by Sir 
Stafford Northcote, who, it is stated, is to be 
chancellor of the exchequer. If Lord Ran- 
dolph Churchill is given a high place in the 
eabinet its untrustworthiness will be in- 
creased beyond Sir Stafford Northcote’s saying 
power. Lord Randolph is a young man who 
thrives upon denunciation of his opponents 
and notoriety in general.

The long-looked for second volume of McMas- 
ter’s brililant history will not disappoint the ex- 
pectations of the reader. As ahistorical writer, 
Mr. McMaster combines some of the best points of 
Macaulay. and Green. He is painstaking and 
accurate, and has the gift of a [well condensed, 
graphicand picturesque style. 

Euch histories are as readableas any novel. 
They are not entirely given up to battles, treaties 
and political movements, but unveil the manners, 
morals and social condition of the people. The 
volume before us tells us how our ancestors lived 
a, century or so ago. The  follow- 
ing description of life in Georgia 
in 1790 will give an idea ot the primitive condi- 


‘tions of those days: 


It was hard indeed for the most favored village 
to grow and thrive in Georgia. There the town 
life of New a was unknown. Spots which, 
had they been in Massachueetts, would have been 
the sites of prosperous hamlets, were in Georgia 
pares of great plantations, where small families 

ived in indolence and ease. On such estates the 
chief products were negroes, rice and tobacco. 
The silk industry was neglected. In- 
digo was fast ceasing to be profit- 
able. Cotton was just beginning to be ex: 
tensively grown. The staple was tobacco, and this 
was cultivated in the simplest manner, with the 
rudest of tools. Agriculture, as we now know it, 
can scarcely be said to have existed. The plow was 
litile used. The hoe wasthe implement of huse- 
bandry. Made at the plantation smithy, the blade 
was ill-formed and clumsy; the handle was a sap- 
ling with the bark lefton. After a succession of 
crops bad exhausted the soil. the cow-pen was 
passed overit. Few roads were ever marked b 
the tires of a four-wheeled wagon or a tumbrel. 
When the tobacco was ready for the inspector's 
mark, stout hogsheads were procured, the leaves, 
packed, the heads fastened in, a shalt anda rude) 
axle attached, and one by one they were rolled 
along the roacs for miles to the tobacco house 
nearest by. There the merchants bought them, 
sometimes with money,sometimes with such goods 
as the planters wanted from over the sea. The list 
was a long one, for not so much asa broom was 
made it the state. The books and the furniture, 
the a er and the spinet, the wine, the 
linen, the china, and the shoes, all came iu from 
abroad. Thecards with which they gambled, the 
coach in which the fine lady took her airing or 
went to church, the saddle on which the fine gen- 
tleman went to hunt, were each of foreign make, 
Nor was thereanystint of French and English 
goods. Separated by miles from each other, the 
prosperous planters spent their money in the 
adornment of their homes, and their time in the 
eyercise of a noble hospitality and the enjoyment 
of the roughest of sports, 

Nothing that concerned the life and customs of 
the American people is omitted by Mr. McMaster, 
About the year 1800 he tells us that: 

The folly of the French dress was a source of 
never-ending amusement. Satire, raillery, invec- 
tive, the lamentations of the weeping philoso- 
pher, and the exhortations of the preacher, were 
exhausted in vain. Dress became every season 
more and more hideous, more and more uncom- 
fortable, more and more devoid of good sense and 
good taste. Use and beauty ceased to be com- 
bined. The pantaloons of a beau went.up to his 
arm-pits; to get into them was a morning’s 
work, and, when in, to ws down 
was impossible. His hat was too 
small to contain his handkerchief, and was not 
expected to stay on his head. His hair was 
brushed from tne crown of his head toward his 
forehead, and looked, as a satirist of that da 
truly said, as if he had been fighting an old- 
fashioned hurricane backward. About his neck 
was aspotted linen neckerchief; the skirts of his 
green coat were cut away to a mathematical point 
behind; his favorite drink was eaney, and his 
favorite talk of the last French play. Then there 
wes the “dapper  beau,’’ who carried a 
stick much too short to reach the ground, 
twisted his Brutus-cropped hair into curls, 
and, upon the very crown of his head, wore a hat 
of asnuil-box size, But the politest man on earth 
was the shopkeeping beau. e would jump over 
a ccunter feur feet high to pick up a lady’s hand- 
Kerchief, made the handsomest bows, Said the best 
things, and could talkon any subject, from the 
ocor ofa roll of pomatnm to the vulgarity of not 
wearing wigs. 

Even these absurdities were not enough, and, 
when 1&00 began, fashion was more extravagant 
still. Then a beau was defined as anything put 
into a pair of pantaloons with a binding sewed 
round the top and called a vest. The skirts of the 
coat shou'd be pared away to the width of a hat- 
band, and if he was doomed to pass his time in 
tbe house, he would require a hea 
pair of round. toed jack- boots wit 
a tassel before and behind, These pro- 
vided, lift him, said the satirist, lift him by the 
cape of the coat, pull his hair over his face, lay a 
hat on his forehead, put spectacles on his nose, 
and on no account let his hands escape from the 
pockets of his pantaloons. Women were thought 
worse than the men, To determine the style of 
their dress, fashion, decency and health, the state- 
ment was, rana race. Decency lost her spirits, 
health was bribed by a quack doctor, so fashion 
won, 

The history will be comprised in five volumes, 
only two of which have been published. Lovers 
of good books will do well to secure these two 
volumes as soon as possible and keep up with the 
others as they make their appearance, °

Retreat 


CUT IN TWO, 


Ashbrooks Hill, Colored, Aged Seventy-Nine 
Years, Killed by an Engine. 

Early yesterday morning “Sam Weller,’’ a West- 
ern and Atlantic switch engine, ran over Ash- 
brooks{Hill,a negro man, 

The accident happened on one of the many rail- 
road tracks between Collins and Loyd street. 

Hill lived on Fort street at the corner of Fil- 
more, About five o’clock yesterday morning he 
left his home to go to his place of work 


on Whitehall street. Hill’e usual route 
was up the railroad. Kor years he has traversed 
the road bed between Fort street and the car shed 
twice a day without meeting with an accident. 

When Hill reached Collins street he met the 
Western and Atlantic switch engine,*‘Sam Weller,’ 
going east. Hill andthe engine were on the 
same track, and in order to avoid an accident, 
Hill stepped uponthe next track and the engine 
rolled on. The engine, however, was traveling 
east only to reach a switch which would throw it 
on a track passing the car shed, When 
the engine reached this switch it reversed 
its motion and in an instant was rolling backward 
toward the shed. Again Hilland the engine were 
on the same track. hey were both movingin the 
same direction. Hill’s back was toward the en- 
gineand therear end of the tender was in ad- 
vance, There was no engineer on the engine. It 
was in charge of Fireman Cullam, assisted by 
Coupler Crawford. The coupler was standing on 
the end of the tenderand saw Hill asthe engine 
approached him. He thoughtthat Hill heard the 
engine and that he would leave the track, but 
when only afew feet from Hill the coupler was 
astonished to see that he did not leave 
the track, He yelled at the man 
and, at the same time, told the fireman to apply 
the breaks. ‘The fireman reversed his engine and 
threw on the breaks, but he was too late. The 
end of the tender struck Hill. He was knocked 
down and run over. His left side fell under the 
first wheel of the tender, and the tender and 
engine passed over him, The leg was cut off at 
the thigh, and the left arm at the wrist. 

Several persons witnessed the accident and ran 
to the oldman. He could barely tell his name, 
and died in less than five minutes. The mangled 
body was then removed to Hill’s house, on Fort 
street, In the afternoon Coroner Haynes 
held an inquest. The evidence showed 
that the engine was shifting carsand that it was 
in charge of the fireman only. The other facts 
were as detailed, When the jury made up its ver: 
dict they disagreed. The majority wanted to cen- 
sure the railroad company and the minority 
wanted to say nothing about censure. They 
could not be brought, together and the majority 
signed the verdict ceNsuring the railroad while 
the minority signed thesame verdict, but stipu- 
lated that they did not agree to the censure clause, 

Ashbrooks Hill was about seventy-nine years of 
age. He was well known in Atlanta, He was 
once the body servant of Mr. Wade Hill. He 
leaves five sons, three daughters and thirty five 
grandchildren,
